On Cfiily 27, 1968, at approximately S;30 p.m_, Mr, 
Mark Lane and myself went to visit Rev. RAYMOND BROSHEARS at 
his Long Beach address on Orange Avenue, According to an 
arrangement made with him by telephone, we visited him to 
discuss his association with DAVID FERRIE, his knowledge of 
the assassination of President Kennedy which he gained from 
DAVID FBliRlE, and the television appearance he made on a Los 
Angeles television show called "The Stan Bohr man Show". (See 
memorandum of July 10, 1968) , 


V?e asked REV, BROSHEARS to tell us about his stay 
in New Orleans. Mr, BROSHEARS said that in 1965 he came to 
Or leasts from East St, Louis having worked there with the 
Congress of Racial Egaality under a man who was an executive 
in that organization named MR. RANDOLPH. Mr. RANDOIiPH had 
given him the names of several people in the same organization 
in Bogalousa. /ifter going to Bogalousa , REV, BROSHE ARS had 
been stopped by officers, from the Louisiana State Police and 
interrogated. He said, "I was boat up," The REV, BROSflEARS 
came to Hew Or leans - 

■ BROSHE AUS said that he came to Hew Orleans knowing no 
one here, however, he had come here to escape his problems. 


REV. BR08HEARS said that he registered at a hotel 
which had no name, whieVv was across from the Continental 
Trailv^ays Bus Station, He said he registered under the name of 
jtL RAYMOHiJ ALLF:n. Shortly after his coming to Mew Orleans7\ 
<he met DAVU) FERRIE. BROSHEARS said that he met FERRIK at a \ 
bar v/hich v/as knovm in the French Quarter as a homosexual bar | 
called "Dixie ' s'L He said that he also associated' with D.AVID t 
FERRIS at another bar knov/a as "LaFitte*s in Exile", / 
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BHOSHEAR3 said Lhiit he discussed the assassination, \ 
erildtvAt K€}.iia^dy with DAVID FERRIE on].y after having known ' 
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him liD ifnately for a VihiJo. RROSliEARS stated that FERRIF had 
discai-:’>-'ii with hiw the following names in relation to the 
assasiii tiatiion or l^resident Kennedy, and a conspiracy in which 
FEJ^T-E admitted Ills own involvemoaL , The names were:

BEpSHEARS said that FERRIB stayed, over night with him 
at his hotel room on several occasions. During one of those 
occasions two men came to their door and forced their ,entrance 
to the room. They questioned FERRIE, threatened FERRIE,and, 
according to BROSHEARS^ left abruptly. After these tv;o men 
left/ BRO^HEARS asked f'SRRIE who they v/ere, FERRIE said, "They 
are just men who I am afraid of,*' BROS HEARS said that .these 
men had hurriedly identified themselves and he could not see 
from their identification who they were. BROSHEARS stated that 
FERRIH later told him that they said they were from the District l*y 
Attorney’s Office (NOTE; This vras in 19riS-) BROSHEARS said 
that FEld^IB was fantastically nervous, and was given to deep 
periods of depression- Ite said that it was only when FERRXE 
drank to excess, or had taken pills that FERRIE vrould confide- 
casually with BROSIIBARS in some Of the involve.tnent that he had ^ 
had with the assassination, BROSHEARS said that be did not tell**^ 
him immediately that he was involved with Civil Rights work, but a 
later discussed his background. ?

FERRIE told BROSHEARS Of '^the mess he was in", FERRIE 
said he v^as a pilot. He showed Eastern Airlines Wings with his 
name engraved on the back to BROSHBaRS, and said that he had 
been fired from that organi^^ation for charges of homosexuality, 
IJ*ERRTH stated to BROSHEARS that he had been flying private 
planes to Guatemala, Costa Rica and British Honduras, BROSHEARS 
said tlint, "If this was a way to make money, DAVID didn't have, 
any," BROSHEARS stated that he. felt that PERI^IE had been forced 
to work for this organisation, and had been "hooked into it.". 

He said that FE^lIK nev,er 1 he v/as doing, but that

Since BROSHEARS felt that the homosexual underground ■ 
in which he and FEE.R1E were involved was "an hysterical scene" , 
he said that he did not take FER?>IE seriously, FEI^ TE said 
thext he V^as £lying guns and airimunitlon, FERHIE told BROEi HEARS 
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Lhcit hr. hi\c\ been stopped by British officials at a place called 
H Belize iliring a “regular run" to a British colony in British 
Honduras. He told BKOSlHuARS that his plane had been inspected 
and Lli ii. Lhe authorities there had contacted his bosses in New 
Orlcan:.. FKIUIIE told BROSHEARS that he. was inuaediately released. 
He told r.KOSHEHS that he flew a tv/in engined plane, but t]\at 
during (he entire Lime of his work for this organization he v;as 
not doiig it voluntarily, but was being blackmailed. BROSHEARS 
had nothing in the way of money, but FERRIE would often give 
him small amounts - $20 or so - after he had gotten money by 
taking the St. Charles streetcar to a location which FERRIE 
only called “the agency*'. 

FERRIE told BROSHEARS in regard to President Johnson, 
"that damned Johnson., If you knew what I knew, you'd kill the 
bastard. '• “DAVID said he killed J.F.K“, BROSHE.ARS said. 

BROSHEARS asked him how he knew this, and DAVID refused to say. 

DAVID FERRIE told BROSHEARS he was to fly two men, 
two of the assassins who killed President Kennedy, in South 
Houston out of the country. FERRIE said that he was to fly 
from Houston with the two assassins to Central or South America,* 
and later to Capetown, Republic of South Africa. The reason 
for going to South Africa, said FERRIE, was that that country 
had no extradition treaty with the United States. FERRIE told 
BROSHEARS that the assassins never showed up. They were 
supposed to have come to the Houston Airport in a small aircraft 
* after I lie assassination, from Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas. 
Instead, FERRIE told BROSHEARS, they tried to make it all the. 
way over Uie Mexican border and their plane crashed and burned 
on a sandy little islet just off of Corpus Christi; - Texas, 

FERRIE said that one of the assassins named CARLOS had directions 
to fly to meet him at the Houston Airport, and had further 
directions to a bar where they v/ere L;o make a contact in 
Central or South America. 

FERRIE’ told BROSHEARS, “It seems like you big money 

are into everything." When BROSHEARS asked him what • 
he meant by this he said that BILLY JAMES HARGIS and another 
“big phoney up in New Jersey" (BROSHEARS said this was DR. CARL 
MeINTIRE). v;ere involved in the plot against President Kennedy. 

FEltRIE said t^at, “President Kennedy is the first, 
they're not going to stop until they kill every nigger, in this 
country." BROSflEARS asked v/ho he meant by* “they" . DAVID FERRIE 
said, “ILALE BOGGS, and the, others. * He blackmails everyone. He 
has a. blackmail file, I know." FERRIE told BROStlEARS that some 
otlibr -people had been killed as a result of what they knew about 
tlio a.ssiissirn tion. He did not evidently tell BROSHEARS who 
these people v/ere. FERRIE did say that if Jacqueline Kennedy 
or Robert Kennedy ever sppkc out about the assassination they 
had been v/arned they v/ould be killed also. FERRIE told BROSHEARS 
that other people who v/erc in Dal las had been killed. 

BROSHEARS doubted what FERRIF, had told him. He said 
that FKRRTK ought to go to see a psychiatrist. FERRIE said 
that he knev/ v;hat he v/as talking about. He said that there is 
an organization called the Central Intelligence Agency and that 
one of the leaders of that organization, a man named DULLES, is 
not a fine? man. FERRIE told BROSflEIARS; "Thc?y are going to turn 
this countrv into one big barbed v/irc prison."

''Have yon over read the V’/cirren Report-* If you do, you will 
see that they never looked at the evidence."

"They niurdered one of the best lays I’ve over had. Ho didn't 
have rrny thing to do with killing Rrosident Kennedy, He was 
set up'," (LEE f[ARVEY OSlvALD} FERRIE told BRQSHEARS that

While on a television program in Los Angeles, Cali-^ 
fornia, the Stan Dohrman Show, July 8,195S, BROSEJEARS stated 
that he had been arrested for threatening the life of President 
Johnson. He said that he hOl mzide the statement, "President , 
Johnson, v;ho was rosponsil^ie directly. or indirectly for the 
assassination of our beloved President Kennedy, should be put 
to deatlx*" Hi^OSilEARS told us that he had made these statements 
because of what DAVID FERRIE had told hlEn, After he made these 
statements in late 1965, he was told by DAVID FERKIE v^rho was 
told by a man he now knows as CLAY SHAW but then knew as CL.AY 
or BERT* In ixppr 0 ?c ima te ly September of 1965, BROSHEARS was 
arrested by Secret Service agents and Federal Marshals and 
taken to the Veterans Administration Hospital in Kew Orleans * . 
There he was arraigned by Federal Judge Chris tenberry in the 
presence of other Secret Service agents for' conspiring to 
assassinate President Johnson* Mark Lane asked BROSHEARS who 
the other CO“COnsplrators were* BROSHE ARS said that he had , 
iH(K1c statements and discussed President Johnson in a disparaging 
way wj th four others who v/ere also arraigned according to what 
he could find out. One of them, he said, was a young man from 
national City, although he rememberd no names* During his 
detention in the Veterans Administration Hospital Psychiatric 
Viard in Hew Orleans, he was questioned by Secret Service agents,. 
RUFUS YOUHGBI.OOD, a MR* SHERMEH or SITERWOOD, and an agent TOM 
HORHi (now in the. Los Angeles Bureau of the Secret Service) . 

One of those agents told BROBItBARS, "For your own good we’re 
going to coiitmit you to a federal mental institution." RROSHEARS 
V7as then taken by Secret Service agents to Gulfport Psychiatric 
Hospital in October or November of 1965, and vras not released 
until April of 1966. During BROGElEAR's stay in the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in Hew Orleans, he was under, the care 
of a DR, STOHK. In the ,middle of that stay he was told that 
DR* STOHE had been taken' off the case, by Judge CHRIS TEH BERRY, 
and bean replaced by a DR/ ROBIKSON. BROSEIEARS later found out 
that StOHE had been tram ferred to the Veterans Adeninistxation 
Hospital in Casa Verde* After he had been transferred to the 
Gulfpo3:t Psychiatric Hospital, a DR. CLARK, who v^as in charge 
of fU:v* BROSHRARS, said to Secret Service agents after reviewing 
his case, "hb're not jailors. Wu are discharging you*" {to 
BPvOfsliHARS) Agents repeatedly questioned BROSHEARS as to whether 
or not he v/as aeguainted VJlth DAVID FEPvRIE in New Orleans, and 
BROSHEARS denied this acquaintance* 


V7e asked BROSHEARB if he had ever knovm or heard the 
name PERRY rtUSSO. BROSHEARS told uS that DAVID had talked 
aboxit him many times. He had said to BROSIll^ARS that RUSSO 
, beat him up. FERRIE told him that RUSSO had stolen or taken 
^2300 from CT,AY BflAtk BROSHSARS could not exactly remembar 
unde.r what circumstances FERRIB told him RUSSO had gotten this

money, but that it had to do with sort of financial 

transact Ion and involved MR. SimW. 

iifter being quet^Lioiied at Gulfport Hospital by 
SocieL riUrvico agents, one of the agents returned from 
^^JashiiijtuK, D. C., and told BROS£XEAR$, ''Yea'll get a coin- 
pen&at pension. You will have to report to us every time 
you m:ivu from one city to another. If you do not do these 
things, you v,ull be put in a federal jail mental institution. 

If you do Gooporate, you v/ill receive your compensation pension 
regularLy," At that time the agents gave him $1700 (BROSiiEARS 
believes it was either $.1300 or $1700), as "back oomp^nB^tton" . 
FlKQSHEAUg was bold by the agents never to. return, to lYew Orleans, 
but to go back to bis home, l . . ", yr: " . " . _ ' ; 

BROS HEARS was given a ticket by the, agents to take 
a Southern Airlines flight from Mew Orleans to St_ Bouis to 
go to liis epunsin's farm in St. Louis and remain there. He 
was told, to stay out of liTew Orleans. \ 

BROSHEARS said that he wanted to talk v/ith DR. STOijiR 
in cincinnatti. He said that he purchased a Chevrolet and 
did visit his courtsin in Cotaville. He said tht t he crossed 
a bridge at Hew Harmony and the Indiana State Police at that 
border stopped him. He was questioned by the police and then 
taken to a small cafe v^hich BROSHBARS called a 'truck,s^top" . 

At that cafe an agent of the Secret Service was waiting. Hr. 
HtOSHBAEiS could not rerf^mber v/hether this was RUJ7US YOUl^TG BLOOD 
or agent SilERViQOD, This v/as in May of 1966. . / 

The Secret Service agent asked BROSHEARS, at the cafe, 
where he was going. BROSITEARS told him he v/as going to see DR. 
STOHR XU Cincinnatti, The agent told him that he had no need 
to see anybody and should return immediately to his counsin ' s 
farm. The agent did ask him, however, if he v/as going to see 
DAVID FHRRIR in Hew Orleans, and BROSEIF:arS denied that. 

BROSilKARS then went to the Secret Service office in 
St. Louis and said that he was going to leave this part of the 
country and go to California. Ho told the agents there that 
he was. going to San Francisco, They said that would be all 
right, and that he should report to a MR, NEWMAM at the Secret 
Service Bure^iu in San' Francisco, 

Once in San Francisco, BEOSFfBARS said that he didn't 
report to anyone, but took an apartment in a suburb. The agents 
founchblm one -week later at 347 Eddy Street. KEV'?MAH and another 
agent ■called HAMMOHD told him that he had violated his instructions 
and tVu-i L he was going to be put in a hospital if he ever did 
that again. They also told him to call the federal building 
twice a v/eek. BROSHKARS follov/ed their instructions. 

In expia nation of BROS HEARS' background, he told us 
the follov/irg stocy. 

JiRO SMEARS said that he had been living in 1964 in 
Bellvillc, East r>t. l^ouis. HOMER RANDOLF, head of the Congress 
of Racial Equality there, was rev. BROSHBARS' superior in Civil 
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Rights v;ork, Irt Bal.Tvills, BROSHEARS said, an. all v^hite city, 
the territorial border had been reconstructed so es to keep 
the Negro acctiori out of the city* BROSHEARS had announced 
publicly that he v/as going to iitage a sit-in in a xestaorant 
in Best Bt^ Louis. This was printed in the East St. Louis 
JouniaJ and the sit-in was sc’hadulcd tor Moven^bar 11th on 
Veteran- bay . Mayor Nichols of that city had BROSIfSARS arrested 
and tak'n to hinn He told BROSIIEARS that their city was a "nice 
Gennan— Du f'ch heritage tovm, and wc mast stop you from making a 
mistake*' . Present at that meeting were the Justice of the Peace 
and the Chief of Police* BROBirEARS was told not to stage the 
sit-in. 

On November 10th, the morning before the sit-in was 
scheduled, EROSliETARS v/as again arrested, taken into custody, 
and he vnas threatened by the Chief of Police that he would be 
put in prison. He said that he had not broken any law, but 
the police' stated that they were aware of laws that he had 
broken. Oh November 11th, REV. BROSHE ARS staged the sit-in 
that he had planned. At 7:30 a.m-, on November 12th, EEOSHEARS 
was arrested and taken to the Chief of Pol ice « He was charged 
with the sexual molestation of a young boy* BROS HEARS phoned 
his superior, MR* RAMDOLF^ and RAMDOLF told him not to say , . 

anything or sign anything* RANDOLF said that he would get hold 
of an attorney who was a friend of his named ROY COHN, and 
would be hack in touch with him, BROS HEARS was charged with 
sexual molestation of a boy 17 years old hamad WILLIAM GORGEOUS* 
BROSHEARS -'iaid that this boy had come to the door Of ,his apart- 
ment on Nove’niiber Btb* The boy had asked him to help him v/ith 
religious and sexual problems which he said he had. REV, 

BROSflFARS stated that he had talked with the boy, but had never 
touched him in any way, BROSHEARS said that the charge had 
been filed, and according to the records v/as recorded at 10:30 
a.m* on the 10th of November which was before his arrest, and 
before the sit-in v;hich he staged on the 11th. BROSHEARS said 
that the Chief of Police said, "Boy, wo are your friends, and 
we are going to make it easy on you. Sign this paper and you'll 
get ,2 days in jail and then we'll let you go." A half an hour 
later they brouglit him a statement to sign. It was a statement 
of admission to the charges, BROSHEARS signed that paper without 
having been ro-cont acted by MR. R7vND0LF or the attorney* 

BROSHEARS said that he had originally refused to sign the paper 
until the policemen who were spcciking to him brought in a copy 
of a nev/spaper which had the headline "Bellville Minister 
Arrested-Sexual Perversion Charged*'. BROSHEARS became hysterical 
and signed all of the papers v/hlch the officers requested* 

Fifteen minutes later Mr. RANDOLF came VJ'ith MR. COHN. Both said 
that they knew that he had been forced to sign the "paper, but 
that nothing could be done ah that" time* BROSHEARS was in 
MXHA.RP State Penitentiary for the following six months* BROSHEARS 
said thitt after he was. discharged, he went to Now Orleans and 
v^orked iit a carnival under the name RAYMOND ALLEN. At the 
carnival he was known ao *'CORKV". BROSHEARS said that bo could 
not find any other employment as a result of his prior arrest 
and incarceration. BROSfJEARS said that he then v^^ent to work 
for an organisation cal led "Deacons For The Defense of Just ice" 
in Bogalousa, Louisiana. 
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When asked REV. BROSrIEARS if he feXt that Dx^VID 
FERRIR v;orhed for ‘'Deacons for Defense and Justice^'- 


As a result of h5.s appearance' on the Los Angelos 
teXovXaiun prograra on the 8th o£ July^ 1963, BKOSfiSARS \iras 
vis5.LeNi hy Bocret fisrvice Agnnt TOM M0R^3 . BROSriEARS told 

that he v?ould lose his pension if he appeared on another such 
televioji program, BRQSUEAUS was threatened by Agent HD Ids, and 
was told that he 'would* “'end up in Alameda Bay" if he did not 
keep hij moLitVi shut, BROSHEARS said that he in constant 

touch with Agent JOE COfc^LIH from the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation Office in Long Beach, He also said that he was in touch 
with a LTh JOIDI COWAM of the Long Beach Police Department and 
also SGTh CflARLES USERY Of that police department. SGT. USERY^ 
according to BROSKEARS, has knowledge' about the murder of a 
reporter which took place in the Long Beach Police Department. 

The reporter's name was BILL IIUMTER from Dallas, Texas. 

Tv/o Long Beach Police Department intelligence detectives 
have also befriended BROSHGARS for the purpose, he believes, of. 
kee£>ing an eye on him. These are GARY COVIN and JOHN OtffiN. 

Wxea we asked if REV. BROS HEARS knew a DR. TFiDMAS. 


B ECKiiAM , BROS hears stated that he did^ indeed know DR. BECKHAM , 
that he had corresponded v^ith DR, BECiGiAM, and produced a 
photograph of BECKHAM in which he was shown as an entertainer. 
The personal managemant office of BECKHAM xsras listed under the: 
name of FRED LEE CRISMAN. . ' ■ • J 


Other inforjoation which BROSFFEARS gave us in response 
to several questions v/as : 

A) BHOSUEAES had been extremely upset because Agent RUFUS 
YOUNGBJjOOD of the Secret Service Office had told him in 
the last week of March, 1966, that DAVID FERRIE was dead. 

This was before BROSiJEARS left Gulfpott Hospital, YOUNGBLOOD 
had told him that DAVID FEEIRIE had comraitted suicide, and 
that, therefore it would not be necessary for BROSHEARS to 
ever. try and find FERRIE again. 

It was not until just prior to 

our meeting on Wednesday/ July 23, i960, that BKQSKEARS had ■ 
learned of FKRRlE's death in January of 1967, BROSHEARS said 
that he }iad obv.iously been told falsely that FERRIH had died 
by Agent YOUNGBLOOD. . ■ ' 

B) BROSHEARS said that DAVID FKRRIK had friends and family in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 


C) Wo explained that Garrison's investigation had not begun, 
until November of 1966, and that therefore the men who had 
represonted themselves as being from the District' Attorney *s 
Office in 1966 had represented themselves falsely. EROSIiEARS 
said, "These weren't Garrison's men in D.AVID “ s hotel room." 
BROGHEARS asked us 5f v’c knew the name ROBERT DUVALL (spelling 
unsure) , He said DAVID flew him to one of the Central 
American eoimtriesi and v;as sexually intimate ’with him. 




K) DAVID FKRiilE told BROSHHARS that LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD had 
been a bi~sexual. BROSHEARS had seen and identif ication 
bracelet v/ith the name LEE on it, and cilso a grey or beige 

• hunter's hat v;hich was in possession of DAVID FERRIE. 

F) FKf.UIE had told BROSHEilRS that Officer TIPPIT was sent to 
murder LEE HARVEY OSWALD because LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
infiJtrcited a "cell" for the FBI. FERRIE told BROSiiEARS 
that OSWALD had gprie to Russia in connection with work for 
the FBI. FERRIE also told BROSIIEARS that the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the FBI hated each other and worked 
against each other. 

G) FERRIE told BROSIIEARS thiit three people worked in the Texas 
School Book Depository, and composed the "cell" which had 

- been infiltrated by liEE HARVEY OSWALD. BROSHEARS said that 
one of Iheir names was BOB, but that he knew not the last 
name. FERRIE had told BROSHEARS that JACK RUBY was also 
involved with these people who worked in the TSBD. It was 
BOB, according to FERRIE, that was supposed to kill OSWALD 
in the Book Depository. 

H) FERRIE told BROSHEARS that he had mat JACK RUBY in New Orleans. 

I) REV. BROSHEARS gave Mark Lane a letter (see attached) which 
requests that Mark Lane visit and consult with him in the 

: event that be is ever arrested or taken into' custody, or 

placcid in an institution.

because I didn't have money one so to speak „ I 
arrived at the Continental Trailways bus depot over 
on Tulane at that time. I assume it's still there . 

And there was a little hotel — and that's all the 
sign had out front was “Hotel" and it was just down 
the street from it. And I figured with a sign like 
* that it had to be a cheap place so I got a place at 

the cheap hotel. And i got it under the name EARL 
RAYMOND ALLEN, not RAYMOND BROSHEARS cause I had gotten 
into a little bit of trouble up North doing Civil 
Rights work under the name RAYMOND BROSHEARS and I was 
pretty upset. I didn't know which way to turn. i had 
lost the church, I lost the family, everything over it. 
So I thought I'd go back to earl RAY140ND ALLEN. EARL 
E^AYMOND ALLEN is the name 1 was born with — my mother, 
in on© of her mad moments had it changed to one of her 
many mad husbands.

DAVXD FERRXE,

Yes, X did- I was arrested, X was told I was gong to 
be arrested by his friend, BERT. Fie said I was in 
trouble cause I had been blabbing my mouth.

Dave ' s , Who X had earlier been introduced to as CLARA 
and also CLAY, The last name was never given, I 
was told he was one of the wealthiest men in New orlean^ 
and could buy and sell people.

I don*t Know which one. But they claimed tixat. they had. 
two 1 q tiers to my grandmother, a letter to my mother 
.in which I made statements to her, and also, — and 
this I will never beliove in ten thousand years 
that I sent a letter, a card to Mr, Johnson himself, 

I do not believe that* Mow, Gentlemen, I*m sorry, i 
do not believe that i, even in my maddest moment, could 
have been cra^y enough to send a card directly to the 
President end signed with my own name because if you’re 
going to Hill somebody you don’t write them ahead of 
time and tell them about it, I'm sorry. But 1 had 
made some threatening remarks, there’s no doubt about 
that. So on the last night before, DAVID said he was 
flying out at 12:30 and wanted to know if i wanted to 
go with him, i wasn’t particularly wild about going 
with him, x thought it would be good but he wasn’t 
going directly on to Cape ^wn. He was just going 
straight to Central America* He wasn’t going to 
Cape Town which is where I wanted to go to cause they 
speak English down there and it's more an American- 
type country. And he left. And he come back with

And so we mat BERT later on up on Bourbon Street and 
BERT gave him this huge envelope. It was something 
like an X-ray envelope. You know how big those are — 
those are huge. And it had a smaller envelope 
attached to the outside and it was a large brown 
envelope about that siae. But anyhow this envelope — 
they reiterated that I’d better get out of town, that 
the FBI was going to arrest ma. Wall, I never even 
wont back to the hotel -

the envelope and took out two twenty dollar bills 
and he said, "Hera, this will tide you over and hide 
until X got back."

So I figured, god, i was feeling so parenoid* Here I 
am in a southern city like Mew Orleans, I got. the 
Civil Rights thing on me and these people down here 
don’t particularly like people who work for Civil 
Rights, And now this guy says I’m in trouble, DAVE 
says I’m in trouble and this other guy says the FBI’s 
going to arrest me for threatening the life of the 
^president which there’s no doubt that X have. So x 
didn’t know what to do so I’m a disabled veteran so 
the nearest thing I figured that I would have 
immunity there, no one could touch me in a VA 
hospital, a federal hospital, iWell, i was almost 
right* i had a very difficult time getting in. They 
wasn’t going to admit ms fist. And then I said that i 
was going to kill myself and the doctor said, "That's 
nice, go right ahead and do it," I had a terrible 
time convincing them. So then X finally had to go out

What happened then? 

There was a real fine doctor up there, a Dr, STONE. 

A heavy set man, short i think he took a little 
too many mints but he was a fine man, let me tell you. 
And Dr, STONE told me two days after X had been in 
there, he said "There's a couple of men here to see 
you, They identify themselves as from the U,S, 
Harshal's Office. And I said what for. And ha said, 
"you hava written threatening letters to the President 
and you are wanted on this charge. And it*s a very 
serious ^^harge, threatening the life of the president." 
And I said, "Dr. Stone, I've said a lot of things but 
I don * h think i * ve said anymore than anybody else has 
said," And he said, if you don't want to talk 

to them, you don't have to," And he saw to it that I 
didn't have to talk to them, for several d^ys. And then 
DR. STONE suddenly wasn't there -/^Sna^lRil 6R?® 

ROBINSON who was his assistant, who was at Tulane 
University, a psychiatrist at Tulane University on 
their staff, or a teacher or something there, — all 
I remember is he was something at Tulane University 
this DR, ROBINSON took over my case because DR, STONE 
had suddenly bean transferred to Cincinnati, Ohio. 

How I had seen BR, STONE the day before and he was 
talking about helping me get out of this mess and he 
wasn't going to no Cincinnati or anything and all of 
a sudden the rext morning here coroes this ROBINSON 
walking in. He said, "You’re my patient," i go out 
in the day room and these two aides come in, grab me, 
took me in a room, threw me down, stripped me bare, 
and had me in cuffs and put pajamas on me and I was in 
a room like you wouldn't believe, *. just a mattress 
on the floor, just a light on the ceiling. 

What town was that in? 

New Orleans, Louisiana, in the U-S, Naval Hospital, 
right here, 

what name were you in the hospital under? 

EARL RAYMOND ALLEN. But I believe DR. STONE got the 
other name, RAYMOND BROS HEARS because that's what my 
sea file was under, BEOSHBARS. And that's the first 
time they came in contact with the other name. 

could I ask you a question? On July 8 you were on the 
Stan Forman television program in Los Angeles and when 
you were asked what the statement was that you tad made 
that got you arrested you said that, "i stated that 
Hr. Johnson, the person who was responsible directly or 
indirectly for the assassination of our beloved 
President Kennedy, should be put to death," 

yes, I made that statement in front of Judge Christen* 
berry in that so called I don * t kx^ow what it was — 
indictment, trial, committment, wteever it was, I made 
it ttxere. That is a statement that is officially 
attributed to me.

Did DAVE FERRIE ever talk to you about PERRY RAYMOND 
RUSSO? 

Ha never did say — not all the names you're 
running off there. 

Just PERRY RUSSO? 

He mentioned the name RUSSO and he called him numerous 
names but I strongly suspect there was something there.

rently, so here in 1962 , I joined up with a bunch of anti-Castro people, 
Cubans, Americans and others* And then I found my way into circles 
‘Of the political right, you see, who were very effective in trying to 
do away with Castro* At least they were talking about It* That's 
all they did was talk about it* Believe me, I bought the right wing 
line of thing and I am not against them right now, as a matter of fact, 
except that I found out a lot of things that horrified me; I peddled 
their line for them, because I thoxight In turn that they were going 
to help us get rid of Castro- Tney were anti-coiorsunist, anti-Chstro 
and all that stuff and I hated Castro, because whet the communist

On July 27, 1960, at approximately 8:30 p.m. , Mr, 
-Marie Lane and myself went to visit Rev, RAYMOND BROSHEARS at 
hio Long Beach address on Orange Avenue, According to an 
arrangement made with him by telephone, we visited him to 
discuss his association with DAVID FERRIE, his knowledge of 
the assiissxnation of President Kennedy which he gained from 
DAVID FERRIE, and the television appearance he made on a Los 
Angeles television show called "The Stan Bohrman Show". (See 
memorandum of July 10, 1968) , . 

We asked REV, BROS HEARS to tell us about his stay 
in New Orleans, Mr* BROSHEARS “said that in 1965 he came to 
New Orleans from East St- Louis having worked there with the 
Congress of Racial Equality under a man. who was an executive 
in that organization named MR, RANDOLPH, Mr, RANDOLPH had 
given him the names of several people in the same organization 
in Bogalousa* After going to Bogalousa, REV* BROSHEARS had 
been stopped by officers, from the Louisiana State Police and 
interrogated. He said, "I was beat up," The REV, BROSHEARS 
came to New Orleans, 

■ BROSHEARS said that he came to New Orleans knowing no 
one hercj however, he had come here to escape his problems - 

REV, BROSHEARS said that he registered at a hotel 
which had no name, which was across from the Continental 
Trailways Bus Station, 'He said he registered under the name of 
RAYMOtlD ALLEN, Shortly after his coming to New OrlearisT^ 
<he met DAVID FERRIE, BROSHEARS said that be met FERRIE at a 
bar v;hich was knotm in the French Quarter as a homosexual bar 
called "Dixie ' s" , He said that he also associated with DAVID 
FERRIE at another bar known as "LaFitte*s in Exile", 
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discussed the assassination \

BROSHE/.ES said that h 
of - President Kennedy v;ith imviD FBRRIE only after having known 
him inUmotely for a while, BROSIIEAKS stated that PERRIE had 
discucned with him the following names in relation to the 
assassination of President Kennedy, and a conspiracy in which 
FERRIi; admitted his o^-m involvement.

"I didn't know these people, or 
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BROSHE ARS said that FERRIE stayed^ over night with him 
at his, hotel room on several occasions. During one of those 
occasions two men came to their door and forced their entrance 
to the room. They questioned FERRIE, threatened FERRIE, and, 
according to BROSHEARS, left abruptly. After these two men 
left, BROSHEARS asked FERRIE w^ho they v^ere , FERRIS said, "They 
are just men who I am afraid of," BROSHEARS said that these 
men had hurriedly identified themselves and he could not see 
from their identification who they were, BROSHEARS stated that 
FERRIE later told him that they said they were from the District 
Attorney's Office (HOTE: This was in 1965 . ) BROSHEARS said 

that FERRIE was fantastically nervous, and was given to deep 
periods of depression. He said that it was only when FERRIE 
drank to excess, or had taken pills that FERRIE would confide 
casually with BROSHEARS in some of the involvement that he had 
had with the assassination, BROSHEARS said that he did not tell 
him irnmediately that he was involved with Civil Rights work, but 
later discussed his background. 
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, FERRIE told BROSHEARS of "the mess he was in", FERRIE 

said he was a pilot. He showed Eastern Airlines Wings with his 
name engraved on the back to BROSHEARS, and said that he had 
been fired from that organization for charges of homosexuality, 
FERRIE stated to BROSHEARS that he had been flying private 
planes to Guatemala, Costa Rica and British Honduras, BROSHEARS 
said that, "If this was a way to make money, DAVID didn't have 
any," BROSHEARS stated that he, felt that FERRIE had been forced 
to XTOrk for this organization, and had been "hooked into it".

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since BROStlEARS felt that the homosexual underground 
in which he and FERRIE were involved was "an hysterical scene" , 
he said that he did not tEike FERRIE seriously, F£E^ _IE said 
that he v;a s fly lag gu p^s_and ammu ni t ion , FERRIE told BROSHEARS

\\ that ha had heen stopped by British officials at a place called 
n Belii^e during a "regular run" to a British colony in British 
Honduras, Ko told BROSHBhRS that his plane had been inspected 
and thcil. the authorities there had contacted his bosses in Kew 
Orleans. FERRIH told BROSEIEAH.S that he was immediately released, 
lie told BROSHERS that he flew a twin engined plane ^ but that 
during the entire time of his work for this organization he V/'as 
not doing it voluntarily; but was being blackmailed. BROSilEARS 
had nothing in the v-^ay of money; but FKRRIE v/ould often give 
him small amounts - $20 or so - after he had gotten money by 
taking the St, Charles streetcar to a location which FBRRIE 
only called "the agency". 

FERiilE told BROSJIEARS in. regard to President Johnson, 
"that damned Johnson,, If you knew wliat I knew, you'd kill the 
bastard," "DAVID said he killed J.F.K"; BROSHEARS said, 

BROSHE ARS asked him how he knew this, and DAVID refused to say, 

DAVID FERRIE told BROSffiARS ha was to fly two men, 
two of the assassins who killed President Kennedy, in South 
Houston out of the country, FHRRIE said that he was to fly 
from Houston with the two assassins to Central or South America/ 
and later to Capetown, Republic of South Africa. The reason 
for going to South Africa, said FERRIE, was that that country 
had no extradition treaty with the United States, FERrIE told 
BROSHG.ARS that the assassins never showed up. They were 
supposed to have come to the Houston Airport in a small aircraft 
- after the assassination, from Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas , 
Instead, FERRIE told BROS^ARS , they tried to make It all the 
way over the Mexican border and their plane crashed and burned 
on a sandy little islet just off of Corpus Christi; - Texas, 

FERRIE said that one of the assassins named CARLOS had direct ions 
to fly to meet him at the Houston Airport, and had further 
directions to a bar where they were make a contact in 
Central or South America, 

FERRIE told BROSHEARS, "It seetfis like you big money 

are into everything," When BROSflEARS asked him what • 
he meant by this he said that BILLY JAMES HARGIS and another 
■"big phoney up in New Jersey" (BROSHEARS said this was DR, CARL 
McINTIREX were involved in the plot against President Kennedy. 

- , ^ 

FERRIE said tk^t, "President Kennedy is the first, 
they're not going to shop until they kill every nigger in this 
country," BROSItEARS asked who he meant by" "they", DAVID FERRIE 
said, "ILALE BOGGS , and the, others,* He blackmails everyone. He 
has a. blackmail file, I know/" FERRIE told BROSHEARS that some 
other -people had been killed as a result of what they knew about 
the assassxra tion. He did not evidently tell BROSHEARS who 
these people were, FERRIE did say that if Jacqueline Kennedy 
or Robert Kennedy ever spoke out about the assassination they 
had been warned they would be killed also. FERRIE told BROSHEARS 
that other people who were in Dal las had been killed, 

BROSHEARS doubted what FERRIE had told him. He said 
that FERRIE ought to go to see a psychiatrist, FERRIE said 
that he knew v;hat he was talking about. He said that there is 
an organization called the Central Intelligence Agency and that 
one of the leaders of that organization, a man named DULLl^S, is 
not a fine man, FKERIE told BROSHEARS i "They are going to turn 
this country into one big barbed w-ire prison," 
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BROSHEARS said to FHRHIE that, ''Everyone knows that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD killed President Kennedy." FERRIE replied, 
"Have you ever read the Vf’arren Report? If you do, you will 
see that they never looked at the evidence." FERRIE said, 

"They isturdered one of the best lays I We over had. He didn't 
have anythin 9 to do v;ith ki]ling President Kennedy* He was 
set up*. " (LEE RARVSy OSW-ALD) FERRIE told BROSHEARS that 
GEEliRAL vr/vLICER v/as the "nii litary brains" behind the riyhtest 
group* "There are tv/o people in this country in New Orleans, 
KENT COURTNEY and CLAY -SHAW. SHAW keeps HALE BOGGS in office," 

VJhilc on a television program in Los Angelas, Cali-;' 
fornia, the Stan Bohrman Show, July 8,1963, BROSHEARS stated 
that he had been arrested for threatening the life of President 
Johnson. He said that he made the statement, "President . 
Johnson, wiio was responsive directly or indirectly for the 
assassination of our beloved President Kennedy, should be put 
to death," BROSI^ARS told us that he had made these statements 
because of what DAVID FERRIE had told him. After be made these 
statements in late 1965, he was told by DAVID FERRIE v/ho was 
told by a man he now knows as CLAY SHAW but then knew as CLAY 
or BERT* In approximately September of 1965, BROSHEARS was 
arrested by Secret Service agents and Federal Marshals and 
taken to the Veterans Administration Hospital in New Or loans. 
There he v/as arraigned by Federal Judge Christenberry in the 
presence of other Secret Service agents for^ conspiring to 
assassinate President Johnson, Mark Lane asked BROSHEARS who 
'the other co-conspirators were. BROSI^ARS said that he had . 
made statements and discussed President Johnson in a disparaging 
way with four others who were also arraigned according to what 
he could find out. One of them, he said, was a young man from 
National City, although he remember d no names. During his 
detention in the Veterans Administration Hospital Psychiatric 
Ward in New Orleans, he wEis questioned by Secret Service agents, 
RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD, a HR, SHERHEN or StlERWOOD, and an agent TOM 
HORN, (now in the Los Angeles Bureau of the Secret Service) , 

One of those agents told BROSHEARS, "For your own good we’re 
going to commit you to a federal mental institution." BROSHEARS 
was then taken by Secret Service agents to Gulfport Psychiatric 
Hospital in October or November of 1965, and was not released 
until April of 1966. During BROSEIEAR's stay in the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in New Orleans, he was under, the care 
of a DR* STONE, In the .middle of that stay he was told that 
DR, STONE had been taken* off the case, by Judge CHRISTENOERRY, 
and been replaced by a DR.' ROBINSON* BROSHEARS later found out 
that STONE had been trars f erred to the Veterans Administration 
Hospital in Casa Verde* After he had been transferred to the 
Gulfport Psychiatric Hospital, a DR, CLARK, who was in charge 
of REV* BROSHEARS, said to Secret Service agents after reviewing 
his ease, ''We’re not jailors* We are discharging you*" (to 
BROSnivARS) Agents repeatedly questioned BROSHEARS as to whether 
or not he v;as acquainted v/ith DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and 
BROSHEARS denied this acquaintance - 

VJe asked BROSITEARS if he had ever known or heard the 
name PERRY RUSSO. BROSHEARS toJd US that DAVID had talked 
about him many times. He had said to BROStlEARS that RUSSO 
.beat him up* FERRIE told him that ROSSO had stolen or taken 
$2300 from CLAY Sl^W* BROSliBARS could not exactly remember 
under v;hat circumstances FERRIE told hio RUSSO had gotten -this 


money > but that it had to do t^ith soiae sort of financial 
transiaction and involved MR. 

After being quei^tioned nt Gulfport Hospital by 
Secret ^Service agents, one of the agents returned froiin 
Washington, D. C., and told BROSILEARS, "You'll get a cojn- 
pensation pension. You will have to report to us every time 
you move from one city to another. If you do not do these 
things, you will be pot in a federal jail mental institution. 

If you do cooperate, you vdll receive your compensation pension 
regularly." At that time the agents gave him $1700 (BROSHEARS 
believes it was either $1300 or $1700), as "back compensatidn" , 
BROSHEARS was told by the agents never to return to Hew Orleans , 
but to cfo back to his home. ^ ; 

BROSHEARS was given a ticket by the agents to take 
a Southern Airlines flight from Hew Orleans to St. Louis to 
go to his cpunsirL’s farm in St. Louis and remain there. He 
was told to stay out of Hew Orleans. 

BROSHEARS said that he wanted to talk with DR. STONE 
in Cincinnatti, He said that he purchased a Chevrolet and * 
did visit his counsin in Cotaville. He said that he crossed 
a bridge at Hew Harmony and the Indiana State Police at that 
border stopped him. He was questioned by the police and then 
taken to a small cafe which BROSHEARS called a 'truck _ . 

At that cafe an agent of the Secret Service was waiting, Mr. 
BROSHEARS could not remember whether this was RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD 
or agent SHERWOOD. This was in May of 1966. 

The Secret Service agent asked BROSHEARS, at the cafe, 
where he was going. BROSHEARS told him he was going to see DR, 
stone: ±n Cincinnatti. The agent told him that he had no need 
to see anybody and should return immediately to his counsin 
farm. The agent did ask him, however, if he v/as going to see 
DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and BROSfSGARS denied that, 

BROSHEARS then went to the Secret Service office in 
St. Louis and said that he was going to leave this part of the 
country and go to California, He told the agents there that 
he was. going to San Francisco, They said that would he all 
right, and that he should report to a MR. NEWMAN at the Secret 
Service Bureau in San” Francisco. 

Once in San Francisco, BROSHEARS said that he didn’t 
report to anyone, but took an apartment in a suburb. The agents 
found.him one week later at 347 Eddy Street. NElf^^^AN and another 
agent 'called HA^^MOND told him that he had violated his instructions 
and that he v/as going to be put in a hospital if he ever did 
that again. They also told him to call the federal building 
twice a v/eek. BROSHEARS followed their instructions. 

In explanation of BROSHEARS* background, ha told us 
the following story. 

BROSHEARS said that he had been living in 1964 in 
Bellvillc, East St. Louis. HOMER RANDOLF, head of the Congress 
of Racial Ecxuality there, was rev. BROSHE.^RS ' superior in Civil

Rights In Bellville, EROSirSi\RS said, an all whitG city, 

the territorial border had been reconstructed so as to keep 
the t'ogro section out of the city. BROSHEJiRS had announced 
publicly that ho was goiiig to stage a sit-in in a restaurant 
in East St. Louis. This v/as printed in the East St, Louis 
Journal and the sit-in was scheduled for Noveniber Ilth on 
Veterans Day, Fiayor Nichols of that city had BROSIISAR3 arrested 
and taken to him. lie told BROSIiSAKS that their city was a "nice 
German-Dutch heritage town, and we must stop you from making a 
mistake". Present at that meeting were the Justice of the Peace 
and the Chief of Police. BROSHBARS was told not to stage the 
sit-in- 


On ffoveniber lOth, the morning before the sit-in was 
scheduled, BROSHEARS was again arrested, taken into custody, 
and he was threatened by the Chief of Police that he would be 
put in prison. He said that he had not broken any law, but 
the police stated that they were aware of laws that he had 
broken. On November 11th, REV. BROSHEARS staged the sit-in 
that he had planned. At 7:30 a.m-, on November 12th, BROSHEARS 
was arrested and taken to the Chief of Police- Re W'as charged 
with the sexual molestation of a young boy. BROSHHARS phoned 
his superior, MR, RANDOLF, and RANDOLF told him not to say 
anything or sign anything. RANDOLB' said that he would get hold 
of an attorney who was a friend of his named ROy COHN, and 
would be back in touch v^ith him. BROSHEARS v;as charged with 
sexual molestation of a boy 17 years old named WILLIAM GO.RGEOUS: 
BROSHExARS said that this boy had come to the door of his apart- 
ment on Rovember 8fch, The boy had asked him to help him with 
religious and sexual problems which he said he had- REV, 

BROSHEARS Stated that he had talked with the boy, but had never 
touched him in any way- BROSHEARS said that the charge had 
been filed, and according to the records was recorded at 10i30 
a,m. on the loth of November which was before his arrest, and 
before the sit-in which he staged on the 11th- BROSHEARS said 
that the Chief of Police said, "Boy, v/e are your friends, and 
we are going to make it easy on you. Sign this paper and you ^11 
get .2 days in jail and then we'll let you go," A half an hour 
later they brought him a statement to sign- It was a statement 
of admission to the charges. BROSHEARS signed that paper v/ithout 
having been re-contacted by MR. RANDOLF or the attorney, 

BROSHEARS said that he had originally refused to sign the paper 
until the policemen who ^ were speaking to him brought in a copy 
of a newspaper v;hich had the headline "Bellville Minister 
Arrested-Sexual Perversion Charged*'. BROSHEARS became hysterical 
and signed all of the papers which the officers requested. 

Fifte^.n minutes later Mr, RANDOLF came with MR. COHN. Both said 
that they knew that he had been forced to sign the -paper, but 
that nothing could be done at that titre, BROSHEARS was in 
MINARD State Penitentiary for the follov/ing six months. BROSHEARS 
said that after he was. discharged, he went to New Orleans and 
worked at a carnival under the name RAYMOND ALLEN. At the 
carnival he was known as " CORKY " . BROSHEARS said that he could 
not find any other employment as a result of his prior arrest 
and incarceration, BROSHEARS said that he then went to vjork 
for an organisation called "Deacons For The Defense of Justice" 
in isogalousa, Louisiana. 
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When v/e REV. BROSHEARS if he felt that Di^viD 

FERRIE v^orked for ‘‘Deacons for Defense and Justice". 


As a result of his appeara,nce* on the Los Angeles 
tGlevl-'i.l on program on the 8th of July, 1968, BROSHSAHS was 
vis 5. ted by Sccx-et Service Agent TOM FtORW. BROSHEARS was told 
that ho would lose his pension if he appeared on another such 
telcvion program. BRQSHEARS was threatened by Agent HORN, and 
was told that he would’ -'end up in. Alameda Bay'‘ if he did not 
keep his mouth shut. BROSHKARS said that he was- in constant 
touch with Agent JOE CONLltf from the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation Office in Long Beach. He also said that he v/as in touch 
with a I-T. JOHN COWAN of the Long Beach Police Department and 
also SGT, CfiARLES USERY of that police department. SGT. USERY, 
according to BROSHEARS, has knowledge’ about the murder of a 
reporter which took place in the Long Beach Police Department. 

The reporter's name was BILL HUNTER from Dallas, Tessas. 

Two Long Beach Police Department intelligence detectives 
have also befriended BROS HEARS for the purpose, he believes, of, 
keeping an eye on him. These are GARY COVIN and JOHN OWEN. 


VJhen v/e asked if REV. BHOSHEARS knew a DR. THOMAS. 
B_ECKHAM , BROSHEARS Stated that he did. indeed know DR i BECKFIAiM, 
that he had corresponded with DE. BECKHAM, and produced a 
photograph of BECKHAM in which he was shown as an entertainer 
The personal management office of BECKHAM was listed under the 
name of PREP TEE CRISMAN. 


Other information v/hich BROSHEARS gave us in response 
to several questions was: 

A) BROSHEARS had been extremely upset because Agent RUFUS 
YOUNGBLOOD of the Secret Service Office had told him in 
the last week of March, 1966, that DAVID FERRIE was dead* 

This was before BROSHEARS left Gulfpoirt Hospital. YOUNGBLOOD 
had told him that DAVID FERRIE had committed suicide, and 
that therefore it would not be necessary for BROSHEARS to 
ever- try and find FERRIE again. 

It was not until just prior to 

our meeting on Wednesday, July 23, 1968, that BRQSHEARS had 
learned of FERRIE ‘s death in January of 1967. BROSEffiARS said 
that he had obviously been told falsely that FERRIE had died 
by Agent YOUNGBLOOD, 

‘ B) ‘BKOStlEARS said that DAVID FERRIE had friends and family in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

C) We explained that Garrison’s investigation had not begun 
until November of 1966, and that therefore the men who had 
represented themselves as being from the District Attorney ‘s 
Office in 1965 had represented themselves falsely. BROSHEARS 
said, "These v?eren’t Garrison's men in DAVID *s hotel room." 
BROSHEARS asked us if we knew the name ROBERT DUVALL (spelling 
unsure) . He said DAVID flew him to one of the Central 
American countries, and was sexually intimate with him. 
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K) DAVID FDRRIE told BROSHBARS that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
b£ioo a bi"£jexual* BROS!lEARS tad seen, and identification, 
bjfacelet Vp^ith the name LEE on ity and also a grey or beige 
hunter’s hat v/hich v.^as in possession of DAVID FERRIE* 


F) FBRRIE had told BRQ3HEARS that Officer TIPPIT was sent to 
murder LEE HARVEY OSWALD because LEE RARVEY OSWALD had 
infiltrated a "cell” for the FBI, FERKIE told BROS HEARS 
that OSWALD had gone to Russia in connection with work for 
the FBI, FERRIE also told BROSHEARS that the Central 
Intelligence Agency end the FBI hated each other and worked 
against each other, 

G) PERRIE told BROSHEARS thAt three people worked in the Texas 
School Book Depository I and composed the "cell” which had 

' been infiltrated by LEE HARVEY OSWALD, BROSHEARS said that 
one of their names was BOBy but that he knew not the last 
name.

On August 2, 1968, I conducted a re- interview with 
EEV- BJ\Ymm BROSHEARS, He told me that he had been informed' 
by a reporter named MURRY, who works with the Long Beach Police 
Department, that intelligence officers had given information 
to the local newspaper. The Long Beach Press, Telegram, and that 
a forthcoming unfavorable article would be written about him. 
MURRY told BROS HEARS this article would appear probably Sunday, 
August I 1th. I told BROSHEARS that I would write an article 
f or the Los Angeles Free Press which would appear on Thursday , 
August 8th, which would explain the possibility of an article 
in the Long Beach Press Telegram, and therefore cancel any 
disparaging effect which the article might have on hi a reputation 
(See attached article) 


I showed a photograph of the man possibly known as 
RALPH SHLATTER or "SKINNY RALPH" to REl^. BROSHEARS. He said 
that he was not sure, but he felt that he might have met this 
man in New Orleans in one of the "gay bars" , BROSHEARS said 
that he felt that if this was the man, he was going by the name 
of "RED" and was operating as a "hustler" in the gay or homo** 
sexual underground. 




I showed BROSHEARS the photograph of CLAY SHAW. lie 
recognized him immediately stating that he had known this man 
in New Orleans, and had .met him in the compnay of DAVID FERftlE 
in late August or early September of 1965. BROSHEARS said that 
he was witTi DAVID FERRIE when he met CLAY SHAW. He said that 
FERRIE introduce SHAVf as either "CIARA" or on another occasion, 
"BURT"*, or "CLAY". 


BROSEIEARS said that the first time ho met this man 
(clay SHAVJ) was in a bar called "Dixie's". At that time he 
said the man vms dressed in sport clothes, but later changed 
into a coat and tie and the three of them went in a cab from 
Dixie's to a restaurant which he said he would be able to locate 
in New Orleans, but that he could not remcTT^aer the namG*of the 
restaurant at this time, BROSHEARS said tia t the first meeting 
at Dixie's had taken place because FERRIE had told him he had 
to go there to get soma money. 
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. I After FERRIE Introduced BROSHEARS to "CLARA” or "BURT" 

‘ he told him tb<^t BR0SI1E,^RS had been in Civil Rights work up 
Horth, SfiAW said at that time, '^Oh, a Commie,” BROSHEARS and 
FER141R both denied that- FERRIE said that he would like to go 
to a restaurant with the man who BROSHEARS has now identified 
as SHAW, and invited BROSHEARS to come with them. 

During the ride in the taxi cab^ SHAW told BROSffiAES 
that he liked ^little boys^', and BROSHEARS told him, *'Go find 
one," At this time, BROSHEARS said SHAW patted him on the rear* 
BROSHEAHS sternly rebuked this action, and told SHAW not to 
repeat it, Eater, at the restaurant, SHAW did repeat the 
gesture and was slapped by BROSHEARS, This took place at the 
dinner table. 

The second meeting between BROSHEARS and SHAW took 
place at a small sidewalk cafe, the tables outside on the side- 
walk, somewhere on Bourbon Street- BROSHEARS said he would 
be able to locate this restaurant in person as he would the 
Other one- DAVID told him, "I have got to meet your 'blank 
bandit,'" DAVID FERRIE had just returned from taking the St, 
Charles streetcar to get some money. They both went to the 
restaurant where SHAW drove up in a chauffered black car, 
BROSHEARS could not remember whether the car was a Cadillac 
or a Lincoln continental, FERRIE said to BROSHEARS , '’You 
remember CLAY," SHAW then apologized for his actions on the

The third meeting between BROSHEARS and SHAW took 
place when BROSHEARS went to wait on a street corner with 
DAVID FERRIE somewhere on a street known as Dauphine (BROSHEARS 
was not sure about this name, but that it began with the letter 
"D") , At that time, SHAW drove up and handed DAVID FERRIE a 
large envelope, SflAW informed FERRIE that BROSHEARS was in 
trouble because pf what he had been saying about President 
Johnson, He told FERRIE of the danger of BROSHEARS being 
arrested by the FBI, FERRIE said to BROSHEARS, "A lot of people 
have threatened the life of President Johnson, but you are in 
trouble with the government. You threatened the life of the 
President, Why don't you come with me? I*m flying South and 
we can stay there together," BROSHEARS said that he could not 
go with him, and FERRIE took some money out of the bulky 
envelope and gave it to' him, SHAW had already driven off- 

PERRIE and BROSHEARS went to "LaFitte ' s In Exile" 
until^^llsOO p-m- when DAVID FERRIE left. The next day two men 
came to the owner of the hotel where BROSHEARS was staying, 
BROSflEARG was later told by the owner that, "Two men were here 
looking for you, " 

BROSHEARS state that SHAW had referred to himself as 
a "butch queen", ■ ■ * 

I further questioned BROSHEARS on some of the informa- 
tion which had been related to him by DAVID FERRIE concerning 
the actual shooting of President Kennedy on Movember 22, 1963, 

“ BROSHEARS said that OSWALD had not shot the President, but that 
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accordA^ng to DAVID FBRRiK, it had been two assassins who w*are 
behind the fence. One of the assassins ^ according to DAVID 
FBRl^IE, was named fXyiLOS. FEHRIE also told BRO SHEARS about a 
boy named ^'BILL''^"wl\6'^wGrked in the Book Depository. BROS;iEARS 
felt tluit this might have baen one of the assassins who fired 
at thC' President from the rear. 


FERRIE had told BROSRrLARS that H. L* HUNT of Dallas, 
Te>cas, had entertained HALE BOGGS after the Warren Commission 
Hearings, PERHIE had pointed out a connection between H. L. 

JJUHT and HAI-E BOGGS previously. FERRIE had had a deep hatred . 
for tIALE BOGGS, and had linked HALE BOGGS with CLAY SHAW.

Several 
ministers over there, I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - what branch I 
do not know « have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY, Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY is kno^^ for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But' of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- ^ 
tion because they have done this, i feel very strongly 
that I'm - excuse me - keep my feelings out of it. 
Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L.A.P-D.S.O, - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church, Now, these papers - they can 
get them under any name they want. They can use an 
alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this, I am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
are using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is one FBI man outside of JOE CONLON at the Long 
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Beach office who has bishop's papers. There are a 
MR, NE^^'^'IAN of the United states Secret Service has 
ordination papers, but under another n£uwe. He told 
me that he wrote for them - that he wrote for them 
under another name, Also, all of the FBI men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, but under 
other names. This I feel that 1 am responsible for, 

It's my fault to ei very great degree, and I'm not 
going to apologize for it. But the country Canada 
is one that I really overlooked to men as an important 
part of the Universal Life Church. Now this is tied 
in with TOM BECittlAM and some "kook" in Ontario. I've 
got the name and address of the man who BECKHAM 
recently visited in Ontario in connection with his 
particular church, the Holy Orthodox Christian Churches 
whlcbihe made me a bishop of.

He spells 
FEERIE's name FERRY, and he said that he is not a 
homosexuality - hur^mi ~ person.- he can*t even use 
proper English, but , I'm not so great myself. Jlut 
anyhow BECKHA M a_ ar:Qa^h,.hie ,xljzh ;PI^RR IE^ This is 

how B ECKHAM got into the Ministry was tjp^ oi foh ]^ERfiiE 
in t^ e City of New Orle ^ ans . As 1 related to Mr. 
Harrxson last night, FERRXB got into the Ministry 
of the Old Catholic Church through this "kook" JAMES 
up in Canada somevrhere. That's what FERRIE claims. But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MICFIAEL ITKIN 
who it seems that Hr, Garrison knov7s , MICflAEL ITKIH is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He's it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Francisco-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkely area Telegraph, ITKIH has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CATHOLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF LOVE, and they - ITKIN was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able to print these documents and papers 
and is growing quite fast and quite large. HENSLEY got 
into the so-called 'draft dodging' or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently - maybe. Or 
maybe I got into it quite innocently. I can’t figure 
out just what. But some young men wanted to be 
student. .ministers in my church in San Francisco, which 
was called the Universal Church of Light which was 
located at 465 Garic, Studio B. It's a music studio.

The Light of Understanding, These people were all 
on my staff of the church in San Francisco, Young 
men - hippies - started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers, I later learned, for their only 
purpose., for being ministers v/as to escape the draft. 

When I so learned, I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to Modesto, KIRBY HEi^SLKY 
gave them ordination papers, and this was the begin- 
ning of KIRBY KEKfSLEY's anti-draft work which has 
been publicised in the Mew York Times oxtensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR, TERRY DRINKWATER, 

And this was on CBS evening news Walter Cronkite; 

CBS Late night news local Los Angeles; and CBS morning 
news with Douglas the next morning, Anyhow, HENSLEY 
- this is how he got into, or amybe the anti-draft 
movement. HENSLEY is not — Of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personally contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR, 

TOM LYNCH, and MR, FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
existing in their State, MR, LYNCH and MR. 

JORDAN both told me that DE, KIRBY HENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
I had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services - 
Associated Press and United Press International* And 
yet these men. State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR, JORDAN - most of hls people. MR* 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse me. He's elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thought he was appointed* 
He's been in about 30 years* But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
with KIRBY HENSLEY 's operations and they said - 
ViTanted to question me why I was coming to them to ask 
■ them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
T DR* HENSLEY'S operation, and T told them that DR, 

HENSLEY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are detri- 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States* I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
, to prison for doing the things far minor against the 

draft than what KIRBY HENSLEY has said on coast^-to- 
coast TV, and is currently doing. He now has 8,0.00 
ministers. Of tie se 8,000 I would have to say very, 
very truthfully, because I know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And I v/ant 
. " to say, of the 3,000 draft-dodgers, that approximately 
1,000 have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards. And I want to point out to you 
that when they receive a 4-D classification/ they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Selective Service 
laws in the State of California, DR, KIRBY HENSLEY'S 
organization is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier. 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada* The latest 
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I should say. lie plans t:o have It incorporated 
in every single State of the Union. Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me, 

^'rtiere KIRBY HtJMSLEY is getting the money all along 
is beyond me/ because he has never - I want to 
repeat - he has never advertised in any publication , 
major or minors with the exception of our magazine/ 

The Light of Understanding/ and KIRBY tiENSLEY's ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely '^Universal 
Life Church Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination", or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DR. IIEMSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations. He gives them to you free. Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasize this 
over and over, and 1 would appreciate Mr, Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this particular office writing to DR, HERSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone elseVs address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 
^ does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 

arrive for them, I do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can't really say how he hands out the bishop's papers, 

I was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
FIENSLHY is on the board of TOM BECKHftM's /American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as. is FREQ LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma^ Washington, and vice versa in all the other 
organizations, MICHAEL ITKIU, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier, for a moment, have extensive information on 
ITKIJH's bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City, MORELAND BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this out supposedly 
ordained DAVID FERRIE. Now, I have no way of checking - 
I do have ways of checking this out, but I would have 
to have permission from Mr, Garrison or one of his 
tXr, Alcock, the two men who are involved in the Liti- 
gation of this particular investigation because I 
would not want to embarrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking with the various people up?:there 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIN has never - I want to point out - ITKXN 
has never met PERRIE, ITKIN has met TOM BECKflAM, and 

r of course ITKIN has met BALLARD, I have spoken with 
BALLARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when 1 was helping the FBI vjxth the investigation of 
the Students for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who were involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
*' ■ deed. I*m not going to try and justify it, and I'm not 
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going to s^y I'm ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right now. When I talked to BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALIiARD said that he knew nothing of 
ITKtN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore ; 

ITKIN v;as a hypocritical Ggotistical little bastard 
who wanted to connect up v;ith the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
Bishop. I have seen papers to this effect that say 
that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it. But 
BALLARD said that he was - 1 did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 

But as far as ITKIH in New Orleans^ I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area. I know ITKIN has a 

r fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much 
younger than myself. I am 33. ITKIN, I would say, 
is closer to 27, maybe 23. He could be older, but 
I doubt very seriously. I'm sure Mr. Garrison knows. * 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is MclNTIRE's 
organization. They're associated with the BILLY CTAMES 
HARGIS anti -Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 
that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he rakes in the shekels from the *' little Iambs", And 
MeINTIRE is also associated with FRED SCOTARTZ in the 
City of Long Beach v^here I reside, and his anti- 
communist Christian Crusade. FRED SCHWARTZ is about 
as anti-Comiimnlst as Fidel Castro. I have been asked 
questions by Mr* tlaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 

EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY -- 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the City of Dallas. I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so i know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY 's story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless. 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and l don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story which proves conclusively to 
me that this* man - of course this is my ov?n personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOKE with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Plaza, and this is RED STOV;e a “punk", “hustler", 
“alcoholic", a roll-them-over bcat-em-up, anything 
he can do. He is in the pictures with the man 
alleged to be BR/\DLEY. Now this man in the picture 
BRADLEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY. But, the striking 
similarity - the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BINDLEY. It has to be. I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and I have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because I have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in - out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer's Market. I had seen him out near - he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza. It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he's been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and - but I did not associate that particular man at 
that time v/ith the pictures that I'd seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGENE BRADLY that I ha ve seen in some of 
his carousing moments. 

FERRIE was mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti-Communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES HARGIS* 
crusade, and also MeINTIRE. The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from MeINTIRE 's to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? Th*e story was supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
MeINTIRE and -HARGIS and SCJMARTZ, they're all in the 
same particular bag. They all know one another. Wliether 
they admit it or not this is absolute fact because I'm 
the Pasadena police if they v;ere in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they v/ould 
see the cars of SCin^ARTZ in Pasadena at McBURNIE ' s 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the World Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it's quite interesting 
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that a great deal of the radical right-wing activities 
religiouS“Wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach, 

In connection, when FERRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BRADLEY *s name came up, 
BRADLEY was not one of the two people, hut I said, 

*'lJow many were there?", and he said there was more 
than two, I said, is the other one?", and he 

said the other one involved a guy hy the name - some 
kind of nut by the name of BRADLEY, lie says one of 
these religious fanatics. Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, He said "BRADLEY'', When 
he used the word "BRADLEY", I mentioned - I asked him 
what he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister. And this is how I learned that DAVID FERRIE 
vras a "priest". A Catholic Priest, BRADLEY was a 
minister with McIHl'IRE's organization. He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups. 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to ho to anyone. He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MclNTIRE and his group in New Jersey, I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before, MclNTIRE is' associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, Jersey, and this man's 

name is TIMOTHY BECKLEY, TIMOTflY BECKLEY is a 
IJFO-ologist - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY 's UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY *s - it's on Courtland Place - have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy, I thought it was quite curious ^ 
it was quite curious to me thcit bo even inserted this 
in the UFO magazine, there was no need for. That's 
tny personal opinion. But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with MclNTIRE, They * re 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another. BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church. The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas, There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that I know of. If I can get on 
KIR}^^Y HENSLEY ' s good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I*m on KIRBY 's bad side. Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas, There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington, The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington. That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministryy He drops 
leaflets . According to him, he drops leaflets , 

Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister 
in Arlington, He has a Fort Worth post office box, 

Angel Wing, Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Life Church down there which he claims that he raises 
money for an Angel Wing orphanage in Angel Wing^ Texas. 
There is no such address as *7ingel Wing" -- a town as 
Angel VJing that 1 have heen able to discover, I do 
have an address for the Angel V/ing Ranch, I have been 
asked if I had the name of The Church of the Abundant 
Light, This is a very familiar name to me in connec- 
tion with MICriAEL ITKIN* This is one of the churches 
in his ecurttenical movemant- I have been asked concern- 
ing whether r tried to leak out some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but 1 wrote it in the Light of Under standing and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth. Which it is ^ gospel truth - as the way I have 
learned it from ah, . - 

PERRIE referred to ROBY, he never used the word "RUBY" 
once - he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas, 
and he's a faggot, and he likes to eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld, A lot of 
them like to get it in the rear, while eating the 
pussy* Shocking Mr. Garrison? Lovely. Yes, this is 
one thing I believe very strongly - well this is some- 
thing he was very emphatic upon. In fact, this is one 
of his more serious moments when he was high. Now, as 
X said before, I cannot swear up and down that it was 
liquor because I don't think one or two beers puts 
anybody stoned. But he did take a great amount of 
pills because he was a fantastically nervous person. 

But as I stated many times before, he was an intelligent 
person and a brain attract more than a physical body. 

But anyhow his - he mentioned TIPPIT - OFFICER TIPPIT, 
Now, he mentioned TIPPIT and OSWALD and RUBY as being 
in the same "cell", wow. I'm sure this was not a jail, 
and the only things that's been used as cells in America, 
the term "cells" has been applied to Communist groups. 

Wow RUDY, according - '*FAT JACK the clown", had been 
referred to by RUBY - by, excuse me, I've got Ruby on 
the brain - by PERRIE as not having any love for Kennedy, 
so this is why this later display of killing OSWALD was 
so phoney to FERRIE himself. And he said that TIPPIT 
did not - that TIPPIT was a part of the cell as OSWALD. 
OSWALD did not shoot President Kennedy; that OSWALD ran 
out and as he did BOB threatened to shoot him, Now BOB 
works at the Book Depository as did - all told, there 
were three of them who worked at the Book Depository 
and who were in the same cell|, and I believe OSWALD 
was infiltrating this cell for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation as this was what was intimated more than 
once by DAVE, that OSWALD was working for the FBI, In 
fact, I don't think he kept stressing that point a little 
too much to where I have more or less sluffed it off. 

But, now that I am getting a better picture of it, I 
can see where this is a great - of great importance

Well, this was what I was pointing 
out. OSWALD had been in the theater, though. This is 
what I v/as pointing out. OSWALD had been into the 
motion picture theater. This is what FERRIE said. He 
had been in the motion picture theater to hide, and 
he became paranoid in the dark, and as, I guess, anyone 
would in this particular situation. The people are 
telling me now tt I don't Know about what Garrison has 
here, and I do not Know what the Warren Commission 
Report says, but, DAVID said that there was one person - 
TIPPIT -- in the squad car. But now, since the visit 
of Hark Lane, I related this to LT. COWAN - Lt, JOHN 
COWAN and LT. COWAN says that's wrong, that FRED COLE 
told him that there were two men in the car; that 
Dallas at that time did not have two men in cars, and 
there were not two men in that car, there was only one 
man OFFICER TIPPIT, and it is standard procedure in 
the City of Dallas Police Department, according to 
LT. COWAN, that no one single officer on an all points 
bulletin like that approaches' what is considered to be 
an armed and dangerous person alone. So this shoots 
the TIPPIT story all to hell as far as police science, 
and as far as LT, COWAN is concerned. He said that this 
is the only thing that makes him wonder, 

XSTho shot TIPPIT? 

Steve Jaffee has asked me who shot TIPPIT. PERRIB 
said OS^'^ALD shot and killed TIPPIT, and if I was in 
OSWALD'S shoes, I would have shot and killed TIPPIT. 

The other patrol car arrived just shortly after the 
killing of TIPPIT from fear, because he knew TIPPIT 
was going to kill him.

things and praising him, and then DR, HEKSLEY - an 
opening came for the Vice Presidency and ah which 
was vacated by MR_ MAYALL ^ REV^ MAYALL of Bakersfield 
who is the Chairman ^ who is now the head of GEORGE 
WALLACE'S American Independent Party in the State of 
California, I'd like to point out. He was the Vice 
President of the Universal Life Church* I have seen 
pictures of him in apace suits. Don't ask me why. 

He * s in space suits. But anyhow, - I was asked if 
EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY is tied in with GOVERNOR GEORGE 
WALLACE'S group, I cannot say because I do not know. 
Except that I do know that BILLY JAMES HARGIS is back- 
ing the candidacy of GOVERNOR WALLACE as CAR - 
Cardinal Meintire, We got a cardinal in Los Angeles . 
called Meintire and I keep on calling him Cardinal 
MeIntire, DR, McIHTIHE in New Jersey, DR. McINTlRE 
has come out very strongly in favor of GEORGE C, 
WALLACE. A recent broadcast I heard this on. KGER 
in Long Beach, Religious radio station, I wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
by a dance put on in the City of Seattle, Some of 
the "rock bands" - is that what they call them? - 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY - 
and all of them, there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group, I have 
not been able to find what religious group, but I 
am sore if it was sponsored by any religious group in 
the State of Washington, it was F, LEE CtIRISMAH 
because he was involved in the demonstrations for 
the Pallioupe and Hesguali Indians, and this all 
happened just a month and a half ago.

He never specified exactly any meetings or anything 
of that nature.

Now 
he did not feel that he ifas assassinating the President 
I want to emphasize this, because he really didn't 
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feel that he was assassinating the President. And 
I don*t know what Mr* Garrison has hini indicted for* 

I have not seen the indie toent, I would love to see 
it, but, well 1 have been told that he v/as indicted 
for conspiraGy to assassinate the President of the 
United States. But PERRIH did not feel that he was 
conspiring to assassinate the President of the United 
States, bi^t they took place at the mysterious dwelling 
wherever it is out on St, Charles Street, and I have 
since asked a bellhop where I'm staying here in the 
City of Orleans, and they told me that all the homes 
out on St* Charles are very, very palatial type 
places and they are very old, and they are vary lovely, 
and they are owned by fine people* The lawyer that 
was supposed to defend me -- KOHH - I had mentioned to 
him about KOEM who was to cpme to defend me in my 
particular episode up in Bellville, Illinois when I 
was in a Civil Rights demonstration up there. Now 
KDHN is not the same K0I3N that Mr. Jaffee just 
mentioned. He said ROY KDHN, This is a ROY KDHN 
but I'm^sure it is not the same KOHM because I have 
met this KOHN and he is what they call the steriotype’ 
Jewish person, and totally unlike the parson if Mr* 
Jaffee is referring to the people in the Army-McCar thy 
hearings. This is not the person, no. This is not - 
the person because - but this person is related to 
that person. That I do know because he discussed 
this particular facet. I do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that. They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, hut I feel 
that I did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out. Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things - little things, or 
maybe big things, itb debatable. Let Mr. Garrison 
decide that, I*vc told Mr. Jaffee, Stephen out at 
my place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys. Mr. 
Garrison said last night he did not feel that it was 
necessarily sexual.

But I want to point out that Dixie's at that time 
was an older crowd than what I found the other evening 
up at LaFxtte's in Exile, The LaFitte’s in Exile crowd 
was the same type at that time, now it's nothing but 
a bunch of young kids. And the people were considerably 
more reserved, but LAYTON MARTENS appeared to know Mr. 
SHAW quite well as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, at i that time did not look like he could be 
over IB, maybe 19 at the very, very most- Just a 
little boy- He had that little boy look- I still, 
to this day, I do not even know his age. I have never 
been informed of his age, but he was oxtremely well- 
built, put it that way. And I feel I mean he talked 
to DAVID and then he talked to SHAW, and then when we 
later left, DAVID and myself and SHAW and the young 
man that DAVID had purchased which I have identified 
today in the photos, I identified him today in the 
photos of BL.ACKMOOR, known to me at that time as 
BIJ^CKIE. This is the young man whom DAVID referred 
to that he had that was his gift. That was who he 
had bought, and I assumed that he had purchased him. 
for the night. No, the gift DAVID had bought was 
BIACKHOOR- (A little bit of French in here that 1 
can't spell, but translated: Do you understand? 
Prostution?) This Jaffee is quite naive or something, 
but he knows nothing about the underground or else 
he would know that when you buy yourself someone, that 
means that you have purchased that person's services 
for the evening. For the night, or for a period of 
time, and so this meant that he and BLACK1!00R were 
going to have a sexual thing. That's what the gift 
in that particular case meant- I mean, when you're 
holding onto something, and said here is the gift X 
bought, that is the gift Baby, Excuse me Mr- Garrison - 
I didn't mean to use endearing terms.

it came out in the paper that he had been subpoenaed 
by Mr. Garrison, to me as far as I knew THOMAS BECKf^M 
was a good person. BECKHAM claimed to be the son-in- 
law of Senator ALLEIjJ ELLEHDER of Louisiana, but this 
is the same TOM whom DAVE had mentioned. I'm positive 
now, because this was the TOM whom he had ordained as 
a priest in the Old Catholic Church* And now BECKH.AM 
ordains people for $30 of course. A donation? It's 
illegal to sell them, but it's a donation, a love 
offering, And this is the same BECKHAM, and this had 
to be. I would say this had to be no later than '64 
because BECKHAM was not here when I was here in '65, 
and I asked BECKHAM on the telephone if he had been 
in New Orleans after I had been to New Orleans and 
he said only to talk to Mr. Garrison* And this is 
because I was planning on writing an expose article 
on BECKflAM as being a phoney minister, a phoney every** 
thing by selling phoney doctorates* The doctorates 
are legal, unfortunately, as the ordinations, but 1 
mean as far as anything backing him up, anyone can 
buy them. And I was going to write this in order 
to expose him to stop him from running for Congress 
from Omaha, the district there around Omaha where 
Mr. Martin a very respected Republican member of the 
Congress has been in office for many years. And, 
of course, I later found out from the Chief of Police 
of Omaha that BECKHAM 's a pile of shit as far as 
political or anything else in Omaha.

I don't know if he 
exactly said start here, but it later developed that 
that was the back of the book and the index with the 
names to the pictures, any how, had put the book in 
that particular position, (i had to stop for a momentX 
And when I turned to the picture I thought it was a 
picture of RED STOW’E with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY in prison 
Possibly Parish Prison here. And then I turned ever 
the next page and then I saw a sign, ard they were 
outside in another picture, and l saw the sign 
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"Highway SO*', and then I knew that it was not - 
they vjere not in Parish Prison. And so then I 
finally found - there was an index and that I 
had started at the back of the "book and I saw that 
it was not, according to thettv^ EDGAR EUGEHE BRADLEY 
nor was it RED STOICS. But I disagree with v^hoever 
has made the identifications on that because it 
definitely is RED.

It's kattywampus down the street and directly across 
from Charity Hospital, Now Mr. Ivon seems to think 
it was rather amazing that I could not remember the 
Charity Hospital was across the street. Well, Charity 
Hospital may be very big in Mr . . Ivon ' s mind and the 
citizens of New Orleans, but 1 am not a resident of 
New Orleans, it's just another building to me and so 
at that particular I wasn't interested in landmarks, 
hospitals or anything else. All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun. And the lady who owned it 
I refer to as a, “fat lady". She was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it. Pardon me. Is that slander? No, bitch is 
a dog. She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter who said she was 
there all that time in '65, I spoke to her this 
morning; had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to knov/ this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had her hand out for the almighty 
dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental. 
The one lady said that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, "Well, 1 don't remember you. But 1 
know all of Mama's guests," Well, she's a liar because 
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shs is an olivious prostitute. Of course, 1 may be 
slandering myself -- or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn, l V letting the cards fall 
where they may because we can probably get the 
witnesses to prove that she is a v/hore or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was much older. She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard, This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there. 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then. There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey Long hanging on the wall.

She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no^? - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the bast of her ability probably, A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel - 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted, I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Hr, 
Jaffee and Mr, Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr, Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here.

J, Now, the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association. Who formed the church? 

B. The church at that time was formed by a DR, KIEIBY 

J- HENSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina , 

He is an illiterate, in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write - 

J, The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the. 

2nd of Nay, 1962, Can you say where? 

B, It was incorporated in Modesto, It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated, DR, HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart* That’s through 
learning it from his parents,, , , But he took these^ 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I’ve talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate chari;er; 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal fcrm. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
out and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it was not spacod property. And yet 
DR, HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atx'ocious , This I've always thought a bit weird, 

J_ Now, you said it spread to 8,000 members; 3,800 outside 

of the United States, 

B, I did not say members, 

J, Ministers? 

B, No* You said members, I said ministers. 
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J. 


Okay . 

I said ministers last night- There are now 8*000 
ministers, affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now. 

Where are the branches of the church outside of the 
Lf- S-? You ntentionod there v/cre 14 foreign countries. 

In Europe there xs England, Sweden, Italy in particular. 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
Uganda in the Continent of I^frlca, and several of the 
new etiierging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their i&go purposes, and 
they're growing quite large- In fact the head of - 
the Bishop of the Uganda Charch is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What's his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names- You forget 
it- I*ve got it at home- 

VJill you send it back? Send us , * , 

I'll send it to Mr. Alcock, yes, 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
Life Church there.

Can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be involved?

whichever one thEit is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers with the Universal Life Church.

has puzzled me why he wanted bishop's papers to the 
Universal Life Church* But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR.

1 have gone through DR_ EIEKSLG^'s files quite exten- 
sively. DR, C^RL McIKTIRE has papers v/ith the 
Unlver,sal Life Church* 

What kind of papers? 

Ordination papers. Bishop's papers. As does HERBERT 
W. ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and' the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world, called "The World Tomorrow^' under TED ARMSTRONG. 
And of course they of the cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that T know of, of the Samosa brothers. 
1 don't know too much about them. But this is typical 
of DR. HEMSLEy's operations. He says,*'I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and I will send them ordination." And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR. HENSLEY 's 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out. HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great* The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person, it's my own personal observa- 
tion, But he does have operations in Sweden, Several 
ministers over there. I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces what branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY ElENSLEY. Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica* 
tion because they have done this. I feel very strongly 
that I'm - excuse me - keep my feelings out of it. 
Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L.A.P.D.S.O, - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and 1 know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal I.ife Church. Now, these papers - they can 
get them under any name they want. They can use an 
alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this, 1 am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes.

But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MICHAEL ITKIN 
who it' seems that Mr- Garrison knows. MICHAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name, He*s it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Franc isco-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkely area Telegraph* ITKIH has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CATHOLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF LOVE, and they - ITKIN was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able ho print these documents and papers 
and is growing quite fast and quite large, ilENSLEY got 
into the so-called ‘draft dodging' or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently — maybe.

Reverend 
ANGELIKA MILLER and HEVI’IRAM) GERTA MAYS who are both 
listed, REV, GERTA MAYS is listed in the directories, 

REV, ANGELINA MILLER is not, but she is listed in our 
magojrine. Her private telephone number is listed in 
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The Light of Under standing- These people were all 
on my staff of the church in San Francisco, Young 
men - hippies started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers^ I later learned, for their only 
purpose ..for being ministers v/as to escape the draft, 

Vihen I so learned , I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to Modesto, KIRBY ilEKSLEY 
gave them ordination papers, and this was the begin- 
ning of KIRBY HEf^SLBY's anti-draft work which has 
been public iced in the New York Times extensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR, TERRY DRINKWATER, 

And this was on CBS evening news Walter Cronkite? 

CBS late night news local Los Angeles; and CBS morning 
news with Douglas the next morning. Anyhow, EB2NSLEY 
this is how he got into, or maybe the anti-draft 
movement, HENSLEY is not - of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personally contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR. 

TOM LYNCH, and MR. FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
bodies existing in their State, MR. LYNCH and MR, 

JOiiDAN both told me that DR, KIRB 7 JiENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
I had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services - 
Associated Press and United Press International, And 
yet these men, State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR, JORDAN - most of his people, MR, 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse ms, !fe ■ s elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thought he was appointed. 
He's been in about 30 years. But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
with KIRBY H?:NSLEY ' s operations and they said - 
wanted to question me why I was coming to them to ask 
them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
DR, HENSLEY'S operation, and I told them that DR, 

HENSLEY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are detri- 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States - I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
to prison for doing the things far minor against the 
draft than v;hat KIRBY ElENSLEY has said on coast-to- 
coast TV, and is currently doing. He now has 8,000 
ministers. Of ths se 8,000 I would have to say very, 
very truthfully, because i know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And I want 
to say, of the 3,000 draft-dodgers, that approximately 
1,000 have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards, And I want to point out to you 
that when they receive a 4-D classification; they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Sele.ctive Service 
laws in the State of California. DR, KIRBY HENSLEY'S 
organization is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier. 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada, The latest 
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I should say. He plans to have it incorporated 
in every single State of the Union. Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me. 

V;here KIRBY HENSLEY is getting the money all along 
is beyond me, because he has never - I want to 
repeat ~ he has never advertised in any publication, 
major or minor, with the exception of our magazine. 

The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY HENSLEY 's ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely "Universal 
Life Church" i Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination", or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DR. HENSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations. He gives them to you free. Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasize this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Mr. Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this particular office writing to DR. HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else’s address, 
and \inrite for ministerial papers just to see how this 
does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 
arrive for them. I do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can't really say how he hands out the bishop's papers. 

I was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKHAM 's American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washington, and vice versa in all the other 
organizations. MICHAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
ITKIN 's bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City. MORELAND BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this out - supposedly 
ordained DAVID FERRIE. Now, I have no way of checking - 
I do have ways of checking this out, but I would have 
to have permission from Mr. Garrison or one of his 
Me. Alcock, the two men who are involved in the liti- 
gation of this particular investigation because I 
would not want to embarrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking with the various people up^there 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIN has never - I want to point out - ITKIN 
haa never met FERRIE. ITKIN has met TOM BECKHAM, and 
of course ITKIN has met BALLARD. I have spoken with 
BALIARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when I was helping the FBI v/ith the investigation of 
the Students ‘for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who v/ere attending San Jose State 
College who v;ere involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed. I'm not going to try and justify it, and I'm not 
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going to say I'm ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right now. When I talked to BALLARD 
Baltimore, BALI.»/UtD said that he knew nothing of 
iTKitf except that ITKI£I came through Baltimore? 

JTKIW was a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
v/ho wanted to connect up with the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed ho was the Metropolitan 
Bishop, I have seen papers to this effect that say 
that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it^ But 
BALLARD said that he was - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about Mew Orleans or anything of this nature. 
But as far as ITKIM in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area, I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred, ITKIN is a homosexual ** a rather 
flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
mentioned even being to this City, ITKIN is much 
younger than myself. I am 33, ITKIK, I would say, 
is closer to 27, maybe 28, He could be older, but 
X doubt very seriously, I*nv sure Mr, Garrison knows, ■ 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is McINTIRE ' s 
organisation. They're associated with the BILLY JAMES 
HARGIS anti-Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 
that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he rakes in the shekels from the “little iambs". And 
McINTIRE is also associated with FRED schwarte in the 
City of Long Beach where I reside, and his anti- 
Communist Christian Crusade, FRED SCHWARTZ is about 
as anti-^Conimunist as Fidel Castro, I have been asked 
questions by Mr, Jaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 



EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all Well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El pa so. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY - 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the City of Dallas, I, my self, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY *s story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless, 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S Story which proves conclusively to 
me that this’ man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOiVE with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures v;ere of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Pla^ia, and this isi RKD STOW£ a "punk”, "hustler", 
"alcoholic", a roll-them-ovar beat-em-up, anything 
he can do. He is in the pictures with the man 
alleged to be BRADLEY. Now this man in the picture 
BRADLEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY. But, the striking 
similarity - the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY. It has to be. I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and I have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because I have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in - out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer's Market. I had seen him out near - he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza. It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he's been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and - but 1 did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I’d seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EE>GAR EUGENE BRADLY that I ha ve seen in some of 
his carousing moments. 

FERRIE was mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti-Communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES HARGIS' 
crusade, and also MeINTIRE. The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from MeINTIRE 's to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story was supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his nctme. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
MeINTIRE and-IiARGIS and SCHWARTZ, they're all in the 
same particular bag. They all know one another. V?hether 
they admit it or not this is absolute fact because I'm 
the Pasadena police if they v;ere in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they would 
see the cars of SCHWARTZ in Pasadena at McBURNIE ' s 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the VJorld Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it's quite interesting 
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that a greiit deal of the radical right-wing activities 
religious-wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach. 

In connection, v/hen FERRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BRADLEY'S name came up. 

BRADLEY v/as not one of the two people, but I said, 

"How many v/ere there?", and he said there was more 
than two, I said, "Who is the other one?", and he 
said the other one involved a guy by the name - some 
kind of nut by the name of BRADLEY. He says one of 
these religious fanatics. Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. He said "BRADLEY". IJ^nien 
he used the word "BRADLEY", I mentioned - I asked him 
v/hat he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister. And this is how I learned that DAVID FERRIE 
was a "priest". A Catholic Priest. BRADLEY was a 
minister with MeINTIRE ' s organization. He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups. 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to be to anyone. He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MeINTIRE and his group in New Jersey. I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before, MeINTIRE is* associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, New Jersey, and this man's 
name is TIMOTHY BECKLEY. TIMOTHY BECKLEY is a 
Ul'O-ologist - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY' s UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY 's - it's on Court land Place - have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy. I thought it was quite curious - 
it was quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
in the UFO magazine, there was no need for. That's 
my personal opinion. But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with MeINTIRE. They're 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another- BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister’s papers with the Universal Life Church. The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas- There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that I know of. If I can get on 
KIRBY HENSLEY'S good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I'm on KIRBY 's bad side. Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas. There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington. The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington. That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministry;/ He drops 
leaflets. According to him, he drops leaflets. 

Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister 
in Arlington. He has a Fort V7orth post office box. 

Angel Wing, Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Ixife Church down there which he claims that, he raises 
money for an Angel Wing orphanage in Angel Wing , Texas. 
There is no such address as *'Angel VJing'‘ - a tovm as 
Angel Wing that I have been able to discover. 1 do 
have an address for the Angel wing Ranch. I have been 
asked if I had the name of The Church of the Abundant 
Light- This is a very familiar name to me in connect 
tion with MICHAl^L ITKIISF. This is one of the churches 
in his ecusmi'nical movement. I have been asked concern” 
ing whether r tried to leak out some information under 
tile guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the bight of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth. Which it is - gospel truth - as the way I have 
learned it from ah. . . 

FERRIE referred to RUBY, he never used the word "RUBY" 
once he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas; 
and he's a faggot, and he likes to eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld. A lot of 
them like to get it in the rear, while eating the 
pussy.

We got a cardinal in Los Angeles 
called Meintire and I keep on calling him Cardinal 
Mclntire. DR. McINTIRE in New Jersey, DR. McIKTIRE

WALLACE- A recent broadcast I heard this on* KGER 
in Long Beach. Religious radio station, I wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
hy a dance put on in the City of Seattle, Some of 
the "rock bands" - is that what they call them? - 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY ^ 
and all of them, there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group. 1 have 
not been able to find what religious group, but I 
am sure if it was sponsored by any religious group in 
the Btatc of Washington, it was P. LEE CHRISHAtf 
because he was involved in the demonstrations for 
the Pallioupe and Uesquali Indians, and this all 
happened just a month and a half ago.

The lawyer that 
was supposed to defend me - KGHN - 1 had mentioned to 
him about KOHH who was to come to defend me in ray 
particular episode up in Bellville, Illinois when I 
v^ras in a Civil Rights demonstration up there. Now 
KOHN is not the same KOHN that Mr, Jaffee just 
mentioned. He said ROY KOHM* This is a ROY KDHM 
but I'm;sure it is not the same FDHN because I have 
met this KOHN and he is what they call the steriotype^ 
Jewish person, and totally unlike the person if Mr, 
Jaffa© is. referring to the people in the Army-McCarthy 
hearings. This is not the person, no* This is not 
the person because - but this person is related to 
that person* That I do know because he discussed 
this particular facet, I do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that. They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, but I feel 
that X did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out. Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things - little things, or 
maybe big things, itb debatable, bet Mr, Garrison 
decide that. I*ve told Mr* Jaffee, Stephen out at 
my place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys* Mr, 
Garrison said last night he did not feel that it was 
necessarily sexual.

V?ell v/hatever it is. But that's fine and. well, 
and I know BECKHAM to be a liar. That's for damn 
sure, but I don't know what ho was referring to. 

But DECK!LAM is a homosexual, and BECKHAM - I wanted 
to finish this part hare on BECKllAM, BECKHAM, when 
it came out in the paper that he had been subpoenaed 
by Mr. Garrison, to me as far as 1 knew THOMAS BECKHAM 
was a good person. BEGKiiAM claimed to be the son“in- 
law of Senator ALLEN ELLENDER of Louisiana, but this ' 
is the same TOM whom DAVE had mentioned. I*m positive 
now, because this was the TOM whom he had ordained as 
a priest in the Old Catholic Church, And now BECKHAM 
ordains people for ?30 of course.

The doctorates 
are legal, unfortunately, as the ordinations, but I 
mean as far as anything backing him up, anyone can 
buy them. And I was going to wite this in order 
to expose him to stop him from running for Congress 
from Omaha, the district there around Omaha where 
Mr. Martin a very respected Republican member of the 
Congress has been in office for many years* And, 
of course, I later found out from the Chief of Police 
of Omaha that BECKHAM'S a pile of shit as far as 
political or anything else in Omaha, BECKtlAM had 
been under observationrf or taking little girls back 
over to Council Bluffs, Iowa, and boys.

STOWE is known to me. Mr, Ivon gave me several books 
to look through this morning of photos. The one book, 

I don't know if it was on purpose or accidental, he 
gave it to me and start here- I don't know if he 
exactly said start here, but it later developed that 
that was the back of the book and the index with the 
names to the pictures, any how, had put the book in 
that particular position. (I had to stop for a momentj^ 
And when I turned to the picture I thought it was a 
picture of RED STOV^E with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY in prison 
Possibly Parish Prison here. And then I turned ever 
the next page and then I saw a sign, ard they were 
outside in another picture, and T saw the sign 
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"Highway 80", and tfien I knew that it was not - 
they were not in Parish Prison, And so then I 
finally found - there v;as am index and that 1 
had started at the hack of the book and i saw that 
it was not, according to theri, EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
nor was it RED STOWE, But I disagree with whoever 
has made the identifications on that because it 
definitely is RED. 1 mean, v/ho knows better than 
the person that has known him intimately? And that 
is RED. I don't know where he is now, I met him 
here in New Orleans and God only knows where he is 
now. But of course RED - the type of person he is, 
he w^ould sell his mother in order to a slave owner 
in order to make money, so, I mean, anything that 
he is possibly involved in vv^ould not surprise me. 

The other man is def initely. EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
because I've seen BRADLEY in that particular condi- 
tion. Dallas P.D,, I understand from Jaffee, says 
it is not EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, but Jaffee has not 
told me who it is. then and this does bother me that 
they refuse to - when 1 ask them who the picture is 
when I identify it - to my knowledge, the way I know " 
the people they refuse to give me any answers. This 
is the whole thing concerning Jaffee which is beginning 
to bug me. I feel that after I make an identification 
then they should tell me something at least. But I am 
still positive that picture is EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
I know it is RED STOWE. RED STOWE was here - I first 
met him here in the City of New Orleans. Today I 
want to point out, l finally went to what is known 
is now known as the Dixie Hotel, it could possibly 
have been known as the Dixie Hotel in 1965 on Tuiane, 
It's kattywampus down the street and directly across 
from Charity Hospital. How Mr. Ivon seems to think 
it was rather amazing that I could not remember the 
Charity Hospital was across the street. Kell, Charity 
Hospital may be very big in Mr. .Ivon's mind and the 
citizens of Kew Orleans, but I am not a resident of 
Hew Orleans. It's just another building to me and so 
at that particular I wasn-t interested in landmarks, 
hospitals or anything else. All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun. And the lady who owned it 
I refer to as a"fat lady". She was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it. Pardon me. Is that slander? No, bitch is 
a clog. She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter who said she was 
there all that time in '65. 1 spoke to her this 

mornings had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to know this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had her hand out for the almighty 
dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental 
The one lady said that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, "Well, I don*t remember you. But I 
know all of Mama's guests," Kell, she's a liar because 
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she is an obvious prostitute. Of course, I may be 
slandering myself - or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn. I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because v/e can probably get the 
witnesses to prove that she is a v/horc or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was inucli older. She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard. This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then. There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey Long hanging on the wall. You go 
down the hallway and I had not entered into the 
hotel and I said to her, I says, "Is the bath at the 
end of the hall on the right?" She confirmed this, 
and I asked her about the rooms, "Are they small?" and 
she said, "Yes, they are small", and then I pretty 
well described the hotel before I went on into it.

She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no^i? - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted. I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr. Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr. Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here. There is a Dixie's here but 
it is not the faixie's that was here in 1965. Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other. Maybe it's not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaFitte's in Exile is still here. 

It is much dirtier and they've done nothing to it. 

It was very, very crowded the other night when I was 
there. I was looking for LAYTON MARTENS . That was 
the reason I went out. I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office knov>; 
because I wanted to find MARTENS. I wanted him to see 
me. I wanted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine cmd it's on a money basis. 
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EIqw, I would be interested in liieeting him again. Of 
courfis, X do not have Lh« Aioney to really meet him 
lor another encounter, bub 1 think it v;ould be in-- 
tore sting in the interest of justice if I could get 
ive^vt to him and maybe learn a lot more, because TjAYXO£? 
MWITEHS, 1 understand, is being defended by some of 
the wealthiest, or some of the biggest attorneys in 
the City of Hew Orleans. Yet KnYTOK MARTEHS still 
does not have a pot to piss in and to me this only - 
v/ell it's only - to me 1 don't give a damn, but it 
should sho%^ Mr, Garrison and the others that CLAY 
SILW - the connection with CLAY SEAW, But, that CLAY 
SlIA^V is paying MARTENS' lawyers bills. But time will 
tell. And now, I'm sure it will tell on the side of 
Mr. Garrison, and I 'm beginning to take more and more 
stock in the Garrison case, ■ I'm just - l*m absolutely 
positive that he has,,- (end of tape.) 
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
